The subject matters of claims 1-15, 20, 22, 24-27, 29-35, 38-48 and 50-57 do not appear to involve an 
inventive step in view of document 1 cited in the ISIL Document 1 discloses a cool garment comprising a mesh- 
section 22a, spacers 22c, a suction hole 22b, a fen 23 and a power mpply for driving the fan 23. Furthermore, 
document 1 also discloses a constitution in which a dehimudifying section 50 is installed. Moreover, the flow 
rate of the fan and the air conditioning capacity are mere matters that a person skilled in the art could have 
decided as required, considering the air conditioning effect, etc. Meanwhile, processing the respective sections 
of a garment to be water-proof or water-repellent is a merely well-known technique. 

The subject matters of claims 21, 23 and 36 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 and docmnent 2 newly cited in the IPER. Document 2 discloses a constitution in which closing 
portions 7, 8 and 9 are formed near exhaust portions. Furthermore, a person skilled in the art could have easily 
applied the technique concerning flie closing means disclosed in document 2 to Hie hem portions of the cool 
garment disclosed in document L 

The subject matter of claim 37 does not appear to involve an inventive st&p in view of document 1 and 
document 3 newly cited in the IPER. Document 3 discloses a technique in which a PVC pipe is installed near 
the waist portion. 

The subject matter of claim 49 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of docximent 1 and 
document 4 cited in the ISR. Document 4 discloses a system in which data is acquired through the intemet 

The subject matters of claims 16-19 and 28 are neither described in documents 1-4 nor could have been 
easily conceived of fix>m these documents.
